Assessment stable but late collection worries taxing bodies

Contrary to fears of a shrinking 
tax base expressed by officials of 
some taxing bodies, assessments in 
the Quad-City area apparently will 
be about the same as a year ago, the 
Press-Record learned Friday. 
However, tax billing and ‘collec 
tion may take place at least a month 
later than was the case last summer, 
further complicating taxing agen- 
cies’ summertime cash flow. pro- 
blems; 


GRANITE CITY SCHOOLS expect 
to borrow funds soon by issuing addi- 
tional tax anticipation warrants, a 
spokesman said Friday 

Official assessed valuation totals 
and tax rates were announced 
early June of 1983. The new officiz 
figures are not yet ready, but 
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estimates indicate the local valua- 
tion will be relatively stable. 

on County authorities say 
the Quad-City area’s $360,758,370 
real estate base may rise about 
seven-tenths of one percent. An in- 
crease of $2,547,341 would bring the 
grand total to $363,305,711. 

PROJECTIONS of assessment 
totals and probable multipliers tend 
to fluctuate, so there are no 
guarantees of the tax base until the 
formal announcement is made. 

But it currently appears that the 
year-ago Granite City Township 
assessment of $216,071,910, which 
reflected a 1.0709 multiplier, may 
drop only slightly, to $215,774,333. 

Assessor books show a reduction 
to $198,998,740 but a 1.0843 township 
multiplier here is likely, Supervisor 
of Assessments James Barton said. 

In Nameoki Township, there is ex- 


pected to be an increase from last 
year’s $64,324,520 (based on a 1.0406 
multiplier) to $67,210,031, assuming 
a new multiplier of 1.0278 applied to 
$65,392,130. 

CHOUTEAU TOWNSHIP, at 
$41,965,430 a year ago (with a1 
multiplier), is shown on assessor 
books as increasing to $44,799,820 
But a record negative multiplier of 
9294 may set the final new figure at 
$41,636,952, Barton said. 

Venice Township, consisting of the 
Madison and Venice area, was 
assessed a year ago at $38,396,510, 
taking into account a 1.027 
multiplier 

With a potential multiplier of 
1,0211, the latest Venice Township 
assessor total of $37,885,020 appears 
headed for a final figure of 
$38,684,393

by setting township multipliers that 
have the aggregate result of achiev-

Telling former Stix and Co. Senior 
Vice President Thomas Brimberry 
on Friday that he could not ‘ “eal 
millions of dollars and wall 
with a slap on the wris 
District Court Judge Clyde 
sentenced the 41-year-old Granite 
Cityan to seven five-year terms in 
prison 

Brimberry faced 
each of seven counts 

THE JUDGE stipulated that 
Brimberry would serve five-year 
terms for perjury concurrently and 
two five-y terms for concealing 
assets concurrently 

The five years for each group of 
charges are to be served con 
secutively, making Brimberry’s ac 
tual time to be served 10 years

BRIMBERRY, admitted master 
mind of the $16 million embezzi 
ment scheme which permanently 
closed the Stix and Co. securities 
brokerage firm of St. Louis in 
November 1981, cried as he was led 


from the courtroom following the 
sentencing. r 

The sentence he is currently serv. 
ing was imposed by U.S. District 
Court Judge William Beatty one 
year ago, after a jury found 
Brimberry guilty on two charges of 
obstructing justice. 

Brimberry’s attorney, David 
Lubell, was not disatisfied with the 
new sentence, saying, “This judge 
has compassion.” 

PROSECUTING attorneys Ronald 
Kane and Terry Adelman had filed a 
memorandum asking the judge to 
impose a severe sentes re 
questing that Brimberry be forced to 


serve more time than others con. 


victed in connection with the fraud. 
Previously convicted conspirators 
include Brimberry’s attorney, 
James Massa, kis accountant, 
Duane Skinner; his brotiver-in-law, 
Arthur Miller Jr, Madison 
businessman Jerry Maeras, and Stix 
co-worker Leonard Bednar 

Massa received a 24-year sentence 
for his participation in the scheme, 

In a statement to Judge Cahill, 
Lubell asked for a light sentence, 
arguing that Brimberry was ‘con- 
trite and has shown remorse” 
‘this first-time offense."

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GOP’s Weber cleared; Democrats seek unity

Madison County State’s Attorney 
Don Weber said in the wake of a 
judge's ruling Thursday that it is 
time for an end to allegations 
against him 


“Today is, hopefully, the end of 18 
months of accusations against me,”’ 
Weber said. ‘*Today all of them have 
been disproven.”” 


CIRCUIT JUDGE Howard White 
of Jersey County Thursday dismiss- 
ed two counts of official misconduct 
against Weber. 


“I’m an honest public official and 
I always have been and always will 
be,” Weber told reporters. 

Special prosecutor Paul Vertic- 
chio of Gillespie, who argued against 
dismissal of the charges, said, “‘Our 
office will review the judge’s opinion 
and decide what action, if any, to 
take.” Verticchio’s option is whether 


or not to appeal the ruling, he said. 
WEBER HAD been accused of 
directing then-assistant Keith 
Jensen to obtain grand jury indict- 
ments before the March 20 primary 
in a probe of assessment practices. 
Weber was also accused of later tell- 
ing Jensen to have the grand jury 
issue the indictments before the next 
session of a separate special grand 
jury investigating Weber himself. 


Weber won renomination in the 
Republican primary and is a can- 
didate for re-election in this fall's 
general election. 

The grand jury issued the indict- 
ment in April. 

Weber said there Were four or five 
technical arguments that could have 
been used to seek dismissal of the 
charges. He said he refused to let 
those technicalities be used. “I

Edwards has defended his pro- 
posal for establishment of a Chri 
tian school at the Pontoon Road 
campus, even though the idea drew 
no support from school board 
members.

City Board of Education May } in 
deciding not to make the school 
“available to the Agape Fellowship 
. At the May discussion, School At- 
torney William Schooley quoted 
(Pres. Thomas Jefferson as having 
Said that wording of the U.S. Cor 
fstitution was intended to erect “a

and state.” 

The Agape group is described by 
the Protestant minister as a coali- 
tion of 25 to 30 pastors and congrega- 
tions hoping to develop an elemen 

ary and secondary church school to 
s about 200 children. 

PASTOR of the Church of God on 

West Pontoon Road and president of 

Pastor Edwards 
said during the weekend, ‘I wish to 
respond to the Unit Nine school 
board’s decision to block leasing of 
Nameoki School."" 

He characterized the “separation 
of church and state’ issue as “‘a 
smoke screen,"’ adding: 

Anyone could ily figure out* 
that the school could have been put 
up for public bid. If someone else 
gave’ a better bid than Agape 
Fellowship, then let them lease the 
school 

“I draw special attention to the 
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quote of Tom Edwards stating a 
‘token amount’ for the lease. That 
term was spoken regarding the ac- 
tual cash -that 
hands. 

“THE FULLNESS of the ‘token 
amount’ would be to bring the school 
building up to good repair and do the 
cosmetic maintenance at a cost of 
$75,000 to $100,000, plus lifting ap- 
proximately $38,000 per year off the 
Unit Nine budget in operation, 
maintenance, repair, replacement, 
upkeep, insurance of both the 
building and grounds, not to mention 
protection from vandalism and 
deterioration 

“If this not substantial, then I 
don’t know the meaning of the 
word,"’ Pastor Edwards asserted 

“Further, Agape Fellowship 
agreed that, with a one-year notice, 
the -school would be vacated for 
reopening or sale by Unit Nine. 

“I DON’T KNOW of anyone who 
would make this kind of investment 
and capital outlay and agree to such 
terms on a pro-rated basis. 

“I certainly cannot support a tax 
referendum in November for Unit 
Nine with this kind of fiscal irrespon- 
sibility—repairing, maintaining and 
insuring buildings and grounds that 
are setting unused, vacant, 
deteriorating and vandalized—when 
this kind of substantial revenue is 
blocked under the guise of separa- 
tion of church and state. 

In fact, I feel that I am forced to 
be an activist against the tax 
referendum and encourage others to 
join me."’ he concluded 


THE SCHOOL DISTRICT has 
discussed the possibility of a tax rate 
election in the fall of 1984 but has

(3) Christians are carrying a 
double load by paying their taxes in 
support of public schools while at the 
same time paying tuition if they opt 
to send their children to parochial 
schod 

(4) The Christia 
land are ‘public,’ too, 
isolated from the rest 

““5) WE ARE TIRED of sup- 
porting a system that we. do not 
believe in, that is spending perhaps 
up to three times the amount of 
dollars per student as parochial 
schools spend to educate the same 
child. 

I might add that normal children

unable to read and write. 

“Yet, the schools continue to cry 
out for more and more money from 
taxpayers who, as | stated, are 
primarily Bible-believing Chris- 
tians. 

“AS FAR AS SAFETY is concern- 
ed, the same children who attend 
public schools during the weekdays 
attend our safe church schools on 
Sunday. 

“I am sure the churches are safe 
enough Monday-Friday as well as on

“WE ARE REQUIRED to do just 
that under our present tax structure. 

“Remember that private and 
parochial schools receive their tui- 
tion money ‘from the same source, 
the taxpaying .parents of school 
children.

“The state does furnish bus ser- 
vice—not for the private and 
parochial school but for the safety of 
the children -of taxpayers. It seems 
the least they could receive for their 
tax dollars paid, when they are not 
using the Godless, Bibleless system 
of our public schools. 


“A SERIOUS question: Is the 
state supporting parochial and 
private schools at the expense of our 
public schools? | think the answer is

“Rather, the taxpayers of the

Compromise reached on 
nursing home reform bill 


Illinois House Speaker Michael J 
jigan and State Senator William 
Marovitz (D-Chicago) have an 
nounced a compromise agreement 
to implement tough, new regulations 
for the operations of nursing homes 

State Representatives Barbara 
Flynn Currie (D-Chicago) and Larry 
Bullock (D-Chieago), the chief co- 
sponsors of the House reform 
measure joined Madigan and 
Marovitz at the press conference. 
State Senator Aldo DeAngelis (R- 
Chicago Heights) is the co-sponsor 
of the legislation pending in the 
Senate. 

House Bill 2878, co-sponsored by 
Speaker Madigan, passed the House 
‘Thursday afternoon on a vote of 90 to 
0, with 10 legislators voting present. 
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The bill now moves on to the Senate 
where Senators Marovitz and 
DeAngelis expect it to receive a 
speedy approval 

“This legislation represents the 
culmination of many hours of hear- 
ings and negotiations that have 
stretched over two sessions. It will 
go a long way toward making sure 
those who must depend on nursing 

home residents will not be taken ad- 
vantage of,"’ Madigan said. 

“With this legislation we are man. 
dating tough enforcement against 
those who have committed abuses 
using loopholes in the existing laws 
and providing fairer treatment for 
those who operate quality 
facilities,” said Marovitz, chairman 
of the Illinois Senate Subcommittee 
on Nursing Home Reform. 

Both lawmakers noted the legisla- 
tion will enjoy the support of Illinois 
Citizens for Better Care, the Better 
Government Association, Illinois 
Public Action Council, Tlinois 
Nurses Association, Attorney 
General Neil Hartigan and Cook 
County States Attorney Richard 
Daley 

~The legislation responds to re- 

quests by the Illinois Department of 

Public Health to streamline and 

strengthen their enforcement pro- 

cedures. 

“Last fall, I announced that 1 
would not support additional funding 
for nursing home operators until we 
reached agreement on legislation 
aimed at ending a situation which 
has led to abuse of senior citizens 
and the disabled of this state. Today 
I can state we have reached agree- 
ment, with nearly all of the parties 
concerned," Madigan said 

“We have provided for tough en- 
forcement by cracking down on il- 
legal operators, for instance, 
unlicensed operators will be put out 
of business immediately by fining 
them $5,000 a day for every day they 
continue in operation>-Yet, fairer 
treatment is now rovided for those 
who operate quality facilities,”” said 
Marovitz, 

The legislation HB 2878, calls for: 

Creation of a 24-hour hotline for 
reporting suspected nursing home 
abuse. 

Mandating educational _pro- 
grams to train people on how_to 
detect and report violations. 4 

—Development of . emergericy 
plans for dealing with weather 
emergencies. 

—Imposition of fines of up to 
$10,000 for convictions of life 
threatening or health threatening 
violations. AS 

—Clarification of the duties of the 
attorney general and states attorney 
to investigate suspected violations. 

—Providing, under the Freedom 
of Information Act, reports on nurs- 
ing home inspections to the public. 

—Implementation of new regula- : 
tions allowing the Department of 
Public Health to move more rapidly 
to invstigate abuses and suspend 
operating certificates when war- 
ranted. 

“In addition to these provisions, 
we also propose a modification of the 
reimbursement formula to create a 
more equitable system for funding 
those services funded by the state 
and federal government. 

“This move is designed to ensure 
that adequate resources are 
available to provide care for senior 
pe ps and the disabled,’’ Madigan 
said.

Adelman angrily dismissed such a 
contention, saying, ‘‘We only have 
Mr. Brimberry’s word for that and 
Mr. Brimberry’s word, is worth 
nothing.” 

Fleming told the judge that 
Brimberry has never been charged 
with the fraud, and asked that the 
scheme not-be considered in the im- 
position of the sentence. 


“I'm wondering how many tiems 
this is going to be taken into con- 
sideration,” he said. (Judge Beatty 
told Brimberry last June that the 
amount of money stolen from Stix 
had to be taken into consideration 
when he imposed the maximum 
sentence for two counts of obstruc- 
ting justice.)

New plan to burden and punish business 


To the Editor 

A major legislative issue in Spr. 
ingfield and other state capitals is 
“Community Right to Know 

Proponenis of such bills claim that 
the manufacture. use. storage and 
disposal of “toxic chemicals” is 
largely unregulated, endangers 
public health. and therefore requires 
more government bureaucracy and 
regulation 

A major argument used by sup: 
porters of Community Right to 
Know is that environmental factors 

that is. industrial production and 
waste are a major cause of 
cancer 

One Community Right to Know 
bill in Springfield (HB 2215) would 
require employers who sport. 
produce. store, treat, dispose of, 
emit, discharge, use or ship toxic 
substan to es record 
systems: make information on the 
types, quantities and management 
practices of such substances 
available to the public; file a toxic 
substances report with the state En. 
vironmental Protection Agency and 
the local health department; main- 
tain records for ‘‘at least 50 years,” 
conduct testing and monitoring, and 
impose still other requirements on 
Illinois business. 

Are these stringent and costly re 
quirements necessary to protect 
public health? Is there a “cancer 
epidemic” caused by environmental 
pollution? ; 

Many persons believe (1) that 
most cancers are caused by man- 
made substances;- (2) that most 
cancers are caused by industrial 
chemicals emitted to the environ- 
ment; and (3) that an “‘epidemic’’ of 
cancer is raging in the U.S. These 
beliefs are false. 

They are part of what Edith Efron, 
media critic and writer, calls ‘the 
Big Cancer Lie” (The American 
Spectator, Vol. 16, No. 3 March 
1984) ‘ 

What is the source of such 
mistaken ideas? One source pointed 
out by Edith Efron is a controversial 
speech given by the then U.S. 
secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, Joseph Califano, on Sept. 
11, 1978, to ari AFL-CIO national con- 
ference 

She said that Califano, a 
“eredulous political layman,”’ stir- 
red the gathered unionists by claim- 
ing that occupational hazards in- 
cluding cancer were rising at alarm- 
ing rates 

One government report — long 
since shown to be a ‘political con- 


fidence trick’ — even claimed that 
38 percent of all cancers were caus- 
ed by occupational (that is, 
workplace) exposure to chemicals 

The National Cancer Institute 

Chiéago Tribune, March 16, 1984. 
Sec 2. p. 5) listed the following fac 
tors as the most important causes of 
cancer: diet, 35 percent, tobacco 30 
percent viruses five percent, en: 
vironmental pollution two peréent, 
excess sunshine three percent, 
alcohol three percent, occupation 
four percent, medicine and medical 
procedures one percent, food. ad. 
ditives one percent and unknown, 16 
percent. So much for occupational or 
environmental causes 

In April 1984, the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency. the 
Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Illinois Department 
of Public Health (IDPH) completed 
a six-month study of the levels of en- 
vironmental pollution, cancer death 
rates, and birth defects in a large in- 
dustrialized area of Chicago's 
Southeast Side. 

What did the study find? In the 
words of the report: ‘The studies 
did not indicate large-scale per- 
vasive environmental problems. 

“Health statistics collected by the 
IDPH indicate that cancer rates 
generally associated with toxic 
pollutants are not higher than the Ci- 
ty of Chicago in general. 


“While toxic air and ‘land 
pollutants as measured by these sup- 
plemental studies do exist in the 
study area, their concentrations and 
areawide disposition do not indicate 
large-scale, acute environmental 
problems."" 

What's wrong with “Community. 
Right to Know?” 

1. HB 2215 and similar bills will 
impose substantial recordkeeping, 
reporting, monitoring and other 
costly requirements on most Illinois 
employers with little or no cost- 
benefit justification. 

There is insufficient evidence that 
community residents need the 
volume of information required to be 
complied by such bills. 

2. Bill 2215 is unnecessary. There 
are already many federal and state 
laws and regulations that require 
the public availability of much in- 
formation about toxic substances, 
wastes, chemicals and the like. En- 
vironmentalists and others are 
simply too lazy to avail themselves 
of the information available through 
such laws — they want industry to 
gather it for them. 


3. Enactment of ‘Community 
Right to Know"’ would place another 
substantial burden. on Illinois 
employers not borne by employers 
in most other states 

Economic ‘‘business climate” 
studies in recent years, including 
several released by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Chicago and Alex- 
ander Grant Co., Accountants, in- 
dicate that Illinois has_ serious 
economic problems caused in part 
by excessive state legislation. 


4. Although 2215 and similar bills 
are thoroughly objectionable, cer- 
tain sections — including the Harsh 
penalty provisions, weak or nonexis- 
tent protections for trade secrets, 
excessive and unneeded expansion 
of IEPA authority and the utter 
disregard for employer safety and 
welfare — are particularly bad. 


There is a great deal of confusion 
in the media and among the public 
over “hazardous wastes,’’ “‘toxic 
chemicals’’ and ‘hazardous 
substances.”’ The three terms do not 
mean the same thing, and 
legislators themselves often confuse 
them. 


A. Hazardous wastes are defined 
and regulated by federal and state 
law. If hazarous waste is generated 
on a factory site, treated, stored and 
disposed of there, permit records 
containing much information are 
now available to the public. 


B. Toxic chemicals are regulated 
by other laws including employee 
right to know. Anyone ¢an request 
from the Department of Labor 
copies of the lists of chemicals used 
by any business under current law. 


C. Hazardous substances are 
regulated by many federal and state 
environmental laws-Plant emisson 
data is already available to the 
public. 

We suggest that instead of urging 
more novel and costly new reporting 
requirements for Illinois’ already 
hard-pressed ‘industry, legislators 
help the public understand where 
and how existing public information 
can be obtained. z 

HB 2215 does not propose a useful 
solution, but instead plays upon 
public fears to burden and punish 
business. The community has a right 
to know how bad the concept is.

Progress on IP 
Clinton power 
plant is praised 


‘The Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion’s latest assessment of progress 
at the Clinton nuclear power station 
concludes that Illinois Power Com- 
pany’s performance “was found to 
be improved and acceptable in each 
functional area.”" 

“Commitment to qualify was 
generally evident at all levels of 
management and staff,"’ said the 
NRC's Systematic Assessment of 
Licensee Performance (SALP) 
report issued May 23. 

The SALP program is defined as 
an integrated NRC effort to collect 
available observations and data ona 
periodic. basis and to evaluate 
licensee performance based on this 
information. 

The report covers Oct 
Feb. 29, 1984 

Based on a review by an li- 
member SALP board, it said, ‘‘The 
period represents a major transition 
between stop-work orders initiated 
in certain areas during the previous 
assessment period and a return to 
general construction activities."” 

In transmitting the report to Il- 
linois Power, the NRC said, 
“Overall, during; this period, your 
performance was found to be acep- 
table in all functional areas. 

“Your commitment to quatity 
assurance has been evident at all 
levels. In most cases, your actions 
on resolution of problems have been 
responsive and comprehensive and 
oriented toward quality construc- 
tion.”” 

“We are also encouraged by im- 
provement in the areas of quality 
assurance, support systems, and 
electrical power and distribution. 
The efforts of your staff during this, 
transition period to effect this tur- 
naround are noteworthy. 

The NRC reviewed Illinois Power 
Company's performance at Clinton 
in 11 separate areas. 

One area was not rated. All others 
were rated Category 2, based on 
three rating categories, with 
Category 1 being the highest. 

Category 2 is defined: “NRC at- 
tention should be maintained at nor- 
mal levels. Licensee management 
attention and involvement are evi- 
dent and are concerned with nuclear 
safety: licensee resources are ade- 
quate and are reasonably effective 
such that satisfactory performance 
with respect to operational safety or 
construction is being achieved." 

This was the fourth SALP report 
issued for Clinton. The third was 
issued on June 22, 1983.

Watson to keep Madison tradition strong

It's clear that Rodney Watson, 
newly-hired coach for the Madison 
basketball Trojans, has some 
familiarizing to do.

“I think the election will be deter- 
mined on what I’ve done and not 
what people have accused me of for 
18 months,’ the state’s attorney 
said. He said the net result of the 
investigations is that “I’m the first 
and only certified honest candidate 
that’s ever sought public office.” 

He said there will be develop- 
ments in the next 60 to 90 days that 
will show he hasn’t been inactive 
while charges against him were pen- 
ding; a couple of major investi- 
gations are under way. ‘‘Now it’s full 
speed ahead,” Weber said. 

HE INDICATED he was not happy 
when he came into the state’s at- 
torney’s office an hour before the 
hearing Thursday and saw his staff 
had purchased champagne in 
preparation for a celebration of the 
dismissal of the charges. Weber said 
he had been confident the judge 
would rule in his favor, but that he 
was still superstitious. 

He later gave his staff the last 2% 
hours of the day off. . 

Judge White read his seven-page 
ruling during a brief hearing in 
Edwardsville. 

The judge said the act of a state’s 
attorney asking an assistant to bring 
back an indictment on a particular 
day was not in excess of his lawful 
authority. 

OBTAINING BENEFICIAL 
publicity is not the type of personal 
advantage the legislature had in 
mind when it passed the law on of- 
ficial misconduct, White said. 

The law says a public official or 
employee commits misconduct 


“when in his official capacity he per- 


forms an act in excess of his authori-, 


ty with the intent to obtain personal 
advantage for himself or someone 
else. 

‘“The court is of the opinion that a 
public official does not commit mis- 
conduct if he commits an act within 
his official capacity for publicity 
purposes if the act does not violate 
due process, is done without malice, 
or the act does not constitute an 
independent crime,”’ White wrote. 

“STANDING ALONE, the act is 
not so corrupt as to put the official's 
feet to the fire for official miscon- 
duct,” he said. 

Citing a previous court decision, 
White said that before a public of- 
ficial could be charged under the © 
section of the law cited in indict- 
ment, he must have violated a civil 
or criminal law, an administrative 
rule or regulation, a Supreme Court 
rule, or a provision of the code of 
ethics. 

After the judge ended the hearing, 
Weber leaned over the railing into 
the spectator’s section of the court- 
room and kissed his wife, Virginia. 

HE SAID later he does not think 
Verticchio will appeal the judge’s 
ruling. Both sides in the case had the 
utmost confidence in White, Weber 
said.

It should be noted that a defendant also will nor- 
mally be held liable and the proximate cause of the 
plaintiff's injury if the defendant's conduct sets in 
motion other agencies which produce the final 
result. For example, let’s assume that the defen- 
dant’s car crosses the center line as in the previous 
set of facts. However, in this hypothetical situation 
the plaintiff's car comes to rést against a huge tree 
which falls on the plaintiff's car because of its 
decayed condition. In this case, the defendant would 


As a general rule, in personal injury cases. the 
defendant js liable to-the plaintiff for all damages 
‘proximately caused" by the defendant's conduct. 
In other words, the defendant is responsible for all 
damages which can reasonably be expected to 
result from his actions. Therefore, one of the 
burdens the plaintiff will have to meet when the 
case comes to trial is to show that the defendant's 
conduct “proximately caused” his injury. 

In personal injury cases, circumstances dictate 
whether the defendant's conduct was the ‘‘prox- 
imate cause” of the plaintiff's loss or whether an 
“intervening cause” would render the defendant 
blameless. An obvious case where the defendant 
would be held liable for the plaintiff's injuries would 
be where the defendant's car crosses the center line 
and sideswipes the plaintiff's car causing the vehi- 
cle to leave the roadway. Here the plaintiff's 
medical expenses and his lost wages would be 
damages which proximately resulted from the 


plaintiff's loss.

plaintiff even though the tree would not have fallen 
if it had been healthy. The courts would probably 
find in this situation that the defendant's action set

To illustrate an “intervening cause,” assume the 
same facts as before except in this situation assume 
the tree did not fall because of decay. Rather let's 
assume that while the plaintiff's car was resting 
against the tree, another motorist while attempting 
to avoid the accident loses control of his car and 
strikes the tree. This in turn causes it to fall on the 
plaintiff's car, and the plaintiff is injured. In this 
situation, the defendant would not be responsible for 
the damages caused by the intervening factor since 
it was unforeseeable. The motorist who lost control 
of his car was an “intervening cause” and would be 
responsible fér the damages caused by the falling
